i ♦Place toothbrush at a 45-degree angle 
1 against gums. 

♦Move brush back and forth gently in short 
(tooth-wide) strokes. 

♦ Brush outer tooth surfaces, inner tooth 
surfaces, and chewing surfaces of teeth. 

♦Use the "toe" of the brush to clean the inside surfaces of the 
front teeth, use a gentle up-and-down stroke. 

> Brush your tongue to remove bacteria and freshen your breath.

^ Break off a piece of floss as long as your arm. 

^Wrap the floss around one finger of each hand. 

>Hold a small part of the floss tightly 
between your thumb and forefinger. 

^Pull the floss gently into the spaces between teeth. 

^Slowly work the floss up and down from each side of the tooth 
and below the gum. Clean the sides of the tooth by curving the 
floss around each tooth in the shape of a "C."

Use interdental brushes, hand and motorized.

Use floss and tapes dipped in chlorhexidine.

Treatment 



remove prostheses, check 
implants for mobility, retorque 
abutments.

Soft tissue reactions around im 



Often seen with split thickness skin grafts or lack 
of periabutment keratinized tissue 

■ Soft tissue inflammation most commonly due to 
loose screw joints. 

■ Remove the offending screws, tighten the abutments and 
reinsert the prosthesis. 

■ Poor oral hygiene: soft tissue inflammation often 
referred to %% peri-implantitis". Etiology similar to 
natural teeth (plaque, lack of attached tissue, 

^ N May result in progressive bone loss.

3 - Replace abutment or restoration 

4 - Follow up as needed 
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Even if you have healthy teeth, you 
should see your dentist twice a year. 

At this visit your teeth will be checked and cleaned. 

Cleanings remove plaque and tarter build-up on your teeth
